an investigation, But when a Royal Commission to investigate 

is requested by one of the accused, Mr. E. L. Gray that is-refused. 

The session is now closed and no steps have been taken by the 

Legislature to investigate. This will be left to the Government, 

and it will be an agreeable surprise if the investigation is conducted 

by a judge. What member was it who said that “you know we 
can’t trust these Judges?” 


Surely, before the session closed, the Government 
ought to have made up it’s mind on what it was going to do about 
the charges, and get the investigation under way, instead of em- 
barking on another “fishing expedition” in the hope of something 
turning up on which to hang it’s hat. | 


The Government will make a big mistake if it thinks 
it can get away with appoiiting some Socal Credit nominee to head 
any investigation which may be conducted. The findings of any 
such nominee would be worth no more to the farmers on the pro- 
ject than the Premier's charges themselves. 


The only type of person qualified, and capable, by 
experience and training of conducting such an investigation, is a 


Judge of the Supreme Court, and Mr. Justice MacGillivray is the 
man.

THE EMPIRE AT WAR 


C ONFESSEDLY we find some considerable difficulty in follow- 
ing the constitutional intracasies of the Prime Minister's re- 
asoning, followed so closely by that of Dr. Manion, in appraising 
the part which may be played by Canada in the event of another 
general European conflict, involving, perhaps, the fate of Great 
Britain and the Empire itself, Mr. King’s lenghtly speech leaves 
us in a fog of cold confusion, not dispelled in the least by Dr. 
Manion's effort. 


On the other hand, no matter how distastefull it may 
be to Quebec, we can follow clearly the opinion given by W. F. 
O'Connor, Parliamentary Counsel to the Senate who says: 
“Whenever the common sovereign of the 
British Commonwealth is at war, whether on the advice 
of his imperial advisers or otherwise, the whole British 
Empire is at war, by the law of nations which is recogniz- 
ad as.part pf the common law of England. 
“Consequently, in such event, neutrality 
on the part of any one or more components of the Empire 
ig in law unrecognizable and impossible in fact, for neut- 
rality would entail a declaration by order-in-council, run- 
njng in the King’s own name, or by his authority, that he 
stands neutral in relation to his own war, 
| “The sovereign’s personality is legally in- 
divisible, | h merely theoretical division of the sov- 
gn’s offi¢e as is*spoken, or written of at times is made 
‘the internal purpose of Empire administration, and not 
otherwise, ‘iv law or in fact.”

NECESSARY TO REGISTER 
REVOLVERS AND PISTOLS 


The re-registration of all revolvers 
and pistols is requided pursuant to the 
Criminal Code of Canada Section 
121A (3) Commencing March Ist, 1939 
and to be.completed by July 1st, 1939. 

The registration of these weapons 
ir compulsory, under Section 121A of 
the Criminal Code which reads: 

“Notwithstanding anything contain 
ed in any section of this Act retating 
{0 the issue of licenses for pistols and 
revolvers, everyone is guilty of an of- 
fence and Hable on summary convic- 
tion to a fine not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars or imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding thirty days, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, who has in his 
possession a pistol or revolver with- 
out having registered the same.” 

Pistols and revolvers are to be 
registered at the nearest R, ©. M. 
Police Detachment. Wherever pos- 
sible the registration is to be made by 
the owner and the weapon produced 
for examination by the registering of- 
ficer. However, shou!d such pro- 
cedure impose a hardship on the own- 
er, he may send the weapon \with an 
agent for registration or may notify. 
the registering officer that he desires 
to register it by mail. 

The owner when applying for re- 
gistration, shall also produce the cer- 
tificate of previous registration. 

If the owner, of: a weapon is not 
the ‘holder of a permit to carry it up- 
on his person, the revolver or pistol 
is to be wrapped in’a parcel when be- 
ing ‘taken to the registering officer, 
pot merely carried in the pocket. 

A registration certificate is entire- 
ly separate from,,and does not take 
the place’ ofa permit to carry'a pis 
tol or revolver,

Reference to the Farm appears in 
the minutes of a Board meeting on 
June 29, 1938 as follows: 

“The development and leasing to 
MacGregor interests of a farm on the 
bighway north of Brooks under spec- 
ial terms was reported to the Board.” 

f am informed that’ the Tease on 
Ed 20 and 21 in T.19-R.14-W4 has been 
cancelled although no cancelation was 
on file at the date of examination. 
That the matter twas discussed by the 
Board of Trustees is indicated by the 
following: extract from the minutes 
of q meeting on October 27, 1938. 

“The Board discussed the estab- 
lishment of a dairy farm on the high- 
way north of Brooks, approving such 
development but feeling that it should 
be operated as a District undertaking, 
it being felt unwise to dispose of it on 
acount of the water situation, The 
managed advised that a change in ad- 
ministration would be made immedi- 
ately as the lease covering the land

Dealing now with the Eastern Irri- 
gation District’s expenditure in con- 
nection with the above farm: 

Schedule 1A details the District's 
expenditure for improvments and 
chattels on the Lakelands Farm and 
includes an item of $3,250.00 repre- 
senting the appraisal value of im- 
provements made prior to 1938. The 
actual outlay ip 1938 excluding the 
foregoing item, totalled $4,778.88. 

Purchase price of cattle and hogs 
inclued in the outlay ‘account for $1,- 
7174.83, Of this amount, $1,066.85 
represents the cost of 14 head of cows 
and 1 bull purchased in April 1938. 
The balance is made up of cattle and 
hogs purchased at various dates, less 
sales, ‘ 

In addition to the foregoing, reven- 
ue and expenditure arising out of 
ferming operations is detailed on 
Schedule 2 In this connection, the 
met expenditure on the Lakelands 
Farm during the period January 1 to 
November 16, 1988 amounted to §$2,- 
294.57, Inventories of produce on 
hand were not available at November 
16 and it is possible that further crop 
proceeds will be received before the 
close of the fiscal year.

“The General Manager advised that 
the directors of National Foods Pro- 
ducts Ltd, has been persuaded to place 
the Creamery industry of the District, 
centering on the Bassano Plant, on an 
independent basis. The creamery 
industry will, therefore, be operated 
independently from. other divisions 
o? National Food Products Ltd., such 
company holding an interest in it only 


Creamery and Produce Company Ltd. 
Such shares are held in the Royal 
Bank of Canada, Bassano, for sale 
later to contributors to the creamery. 

On November 18, 1988, the District 
loaned $350.00 to the Company. No 
euthorization for this loan appeared | 
in the Board minutes prior to that 
date. The. District’s authority to 
loan monies, under the terms of the 
Eastern Irrigation District Act or the 
Irrigation Districts Act, is question- 
uble. 


Conelusion 

Under the terms of Chapter 34, 
1935, Section 4, the Board of Trust- 
ees are given fairly wide powers in 
the operation and management of 
District and non-District properties. 
The minutes of Board meetings aprov- 
ed a general. policy of farm improve- 
ment, although, with the exception of 
Lakelands Farm, no specific proper- 
ties are mentioned. The minutes do 
not set forth the nature of the im- 
provements to be undertaken or the 
amount required. A policy of this 
nature should be specified more part- 
icularly. 

As previously stated, !oans were 
made by the District during 1938 to 
the Irrigation Development Land Co, 
and the Bassano Creamery and Pro- 
duce Company. "THe Distric’s” au 
thority to make loans of this nature 
is questioned. 

The District’s relationship to Lake- 
lands Limited, prior to the change of 
policy in October 1939, is not clear. 
The District purchased and placed 
cattle and ‘hogs on the farm during 
1938 and it is necessary that they ob- 
tain an accounting for the proceeds 
from this livestock, 

The operations of the Irrigation 
Development Land Company are set 
forth earlier in this report. As stated 
the affairs of this Company are close- 
ly related to the District’s operations 


but I am not aware of any useful pur- 
pose served by its organization. On 
the other hand it has resulted in a 


certain amount of confusion and ex- 
pense to the District. 

The Bassano Creamery and Pro- 
duce Company was formed in Novem- 
ber 1938 and, at the time of examin-
